FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


This Seems to Be the Pivot Upon 
Which the Plans for the Future 
Slate Now Turn—Those Present 
and What They Say.

MOBERLY, Mo,., Oct. 17.—All roads in 
Democratic Missouri lea@ to Mexico to- 
@ay—not the Mexico which harbors Kratz 
—but the capital of the county of Audrain, 
Missouri. 

Nearly every leader of the party in this 
state is here to participate in the confer- 
ence, which is to plan the coming state 
campaign. 

A notable absentee is SAiator Francis 
Marion Cockrell, who declined an invita- 
tion, ostensibly because he did not wish 
to have his visit construed as meaning 
that he desired officia] indorsement for the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 

The plan to place Senator Cockrell in the 
Presidential race is popular among the 
machine leaders. 

Cockrell is strong with all factions of his 
party. he is popular with the people and 
his public record is regarded as a tower of 
strength. If Mr. Cockrell could be induced 
to accept this compliment and run for the 
presidency, he would carry Missouri, the 
leaders say, by an overwhelming majority. 
This would mean that the state organiza- 
tion would control absolutely the nomina- 
tion for governor. 

A state convention would ,have no greater 
®Bignificance than this mecting of Demo- 
eratic leaders who are formulating cam- 
paign plans for 1904. It is of more moment 
perhaps than a formal convention, because 
it will outline 2 preliminary scheme of ac- 
tion which is the most effective in politics.

It is prophesied 
that the thermometer will drop to 38 de- 
grees by Sunday morning.

SHOT IN QUARREL 
OVER ROOM RENT 


Gus Wenzel, Landlord, Murdered by 
James McValley, Tenant, in 
East St. Louis. 


MURDERER IS UNDER ARREST 


Small Boy, Who Knew of the Crime, 
Gave Information Which Led to 
Capture of McValley. 


As the result of a quarrel over rent, 
Gus Wenzel, landlord, of 1313 Illinois 
avenue, East St. Louis, was shot twice 
and killed Saturday noon by James Mce- 
Valley, who occupled the front room of 
the Wenzel home. The shooting oc- 
curred in the yard of the premises 
where the two men lived. Wenzel was 
walking around the house to his room 
at the time and both bullets entered his 
right side, one below and the other just 
nbove his hip. 

Wenzel continued toward his room after 
he had been’ shot, reached it, walked 
around a table two or three times and fell 
over, dead. 

McValley left the premises immediately 
after the murder, in the company of Frank 
Washington, a negro. 

Willie Egam a boy, who saw the two 
men board a car, telephoned to the police 
the number of the car they had taken and 
the men were arrested at Missouri and 
Collinsville avenues, while they were trans- 
ferring. 

They were taken to the police station, 
where McValley will be held for murder 
and Washington as a witness. 


Quarreled Over 
the Rent. 


According to the statement of Mrs. Min- 
nie Mong, who lives next door to the 
scene of the murder and who witnessed 
the tragedy of Saturday, Wenzel and Mc- 
Valley have been quarreling over the rent 
for some time. Mrs. Mong states that 
only recently McValley informed her of 
trouble and spoke bitterly against Wen- 
sel. 

Tom Shannon and Edward Heely, boys 
who live in the neighborhood, were play- 
ing in the Wenzel yard at the time of the 
shooting. They state that Wenzel went to 
McValley’s room, which is in the front 
part of the house. He carried an ax. 

A very angry corference followed Wen- 
zel’s arrival at McValley’s quarters. Wen- 
zel remained in the room only a few min- 
utes, and when he came out the side door, 
opening on a porch, he still carried the 
axe. 


Wenzel Gets 


His Revolver. 

After Wenzel had gone down the steps 
MecValley appeared at the door flourishing 
a revolver. The boys state that he called 
after Wenzel: 

“You'll not bother me any more.” 

Then he fired one shot. 

Wenzel partly turned toward McValley 
and-the latter, according to the statement 
made by the boys, flourished the revolver 
over his mane and fired a seaomd time. 

Wenzel continued to his room at the 
rear of the house and there dropped’ dead. 

McValley and Washington, who was in 
McValley’s room at the time of the shvot- 
ing, but who 'seems to have had no part 
in the trouble, ran to a saloon at hir- 
‘eenth street and the Rock road. There 
McValley surrendered. his revolver to the 
bo rtender.

Mrs. Taylor in Court at Clayton to 
Answer Husband’s Charge 
of Insanity. 


HE DENIES ALL ACCUSATIONS 


Physicians Brought to Sustain Diag- 
nosis on Which She Was Placed 
in Asylum. 


Before the Probate Court at Clayton Sat- 
urday morning, Edward M. Taylor, a 
wealthy commission merchant of St. Louis, 
told the story of the developrnent of the 
alleged insanity of his wife,. Clara, and 
the incidents that led him to incarcerate 
her in St. Vincent's Institution for the In- 
sane. 

He was testifying in support of his peti- 
tion to have Mrs. Taylor formally adjudged 
as a means of defending himeelf 
against the charges recently made that he 
had unjustly had her confined, and that 
had been with- 
held from her. 

The story told by the man was dramat- 
ically direct, and stronizly affected the 
courtroom full of spectators. One dra- 
matic incident was his vehement denial 
of the charge implied in a question asked 
by Attorney Ottofy in the course of the 
cross-examination. 

“Is it not true,’ asked Mr. Ottofy, “that 
at one time your son was compelled t9 in- 
terfere to protect his mother [rom insults 
offered by you?” 

Mr. ‘Tavlor arose @xcitedly from his chair 
and in a voice that trembled with anger 
and resounded throughout the room, vre- 
plied: 

“No, sir. No, sir.’ My son 
if he were here he would 
Ssame."’ 

Mr. Taylor said he was married 4 years 
ago, and that he and his wife lived to- 
gether happily for 25 years. Fifteen years 
ago, he said, he noticed the first indications 
of approaching insanity. 

One day, he said, he returned to his 
home to find that Mrs. Taylor had movel 
all the furniture from her room into the 
parlor. 

He asked her why 
she teld him he

At another time he noticed what he 
thought were gymptoms of insanity when 


she received the news that her sister had 


died in an tnsane asylum in California. 

A third time that such alleged signs were 
visible Was upon the death of their son, 
manhood. 


Five Years. 
He stated that he and his wife lived 


apart in the same house for several 
years, she occupying a front room and 
© @ rear one, and both keeping their 
doors locked. 

Finally, Mr. Taylor testified, he consult- 
ed Mrs. Kethweil, a woman specialist, 
and she declared that his wife was in- 
sane, This was about four years ago. A 
year and a half later he consulted Dr. 
William Porter, who granted a certif- 
cate of insanity. It was upon this certi- 
ficate that Mrs. Taylor Was accepted asa 
patient at St. Vincent's Institution. 

It was alleged in the charges against Mr. 
Taylor that when Mrs. Taylor was per- 
suaded to go to the institution. she had 
witn her a valise in which was a lirge 
amount of money, and many checks, bank 
stocks and government bonds. These 
things, Mrs. Taylor declared, had not been 
returned to her, and she charsed that they 


had been converted to other uses. 
Willie Egan saw them get on the | 


Mr. Taylor went into what he said was 
ithe story of the management of thege 
stocks fully. He said there were in the 
valise 10 shares of Mechanics’ and Boat- 
man's Bank stock, six share of Third Na- 
tional, eight shares of Merchants’-Lacle ie, 
three $100 United States bonds, %793.25 in 
< and checks, and a quantity ot jew- 
elr 

The stocks and bonds, he said, were sold, 
and, with the money and checks, were 
tirned over to the St. Louis Trust Co. as 
a trust fund to be administered by them. 
He submitted the contract with the trust 
company, showirg that it was to receive 
5 per cent commission for the manage- 
ment of the dstate, and that it was to pay 
the expenses of Mrs. Taylor's main- 
tenance, from the income, if sufficient, but 
from the pwrincinal, otherwise 

He testified that the income from the 
investment was not sufficient to meet 
the expenses, and that he paid more than 
$200 in meeting the surplus, which was 
not taken from the principal of the fund. 

Mrs. Taylor was incourt. So was Sister 
Magdalene. the sister in charge at St. 
Vincent's ILIastitutlion. 


Court Roem Is 
Densely Crowded. 


The courtroom was crowded to the doors. 
net even standing room being availoble 
when court convened. Mr. Taylor was in 
court, as was his wife. Among the others 
present were a number of St. Louls phy- 
sicians and bankers, 

One of the witnesses was Miss Relle 
Batte, who is related to the family of U. 
S. Grant, who will testify that she had 
knewn Mrs. Taylor for six years and that 
she was convinced the defendant was not 
insane. 

Mr. Taylor was represented at the hear- 
ing by Attorneys Holmes and Koerner, the 
legal representatives for Mrs. Taylor being 
Messrs. Ottofy and Wolf. The defense at- 
ten.pted tq prove that Mrs. Taylor has 
beer the victim of a false diagnosis, and 
that she is not insane. although se has 
has been confined in St. Vincent's insti- 
tution.

Neighbors of Lauman Family Are 
Anxious to See Murderers of 
Woman Captured. 


BE INCREASED

REWARD WILL 


Confused Stories Told by Suspect, Held 
on Charge of Carrying Concealed 
Weapons, Are Investigated. 


It is expected that Gov. Dockery will in- 
crease the reward offered for the arrest 
of the Lauman murderers. The St. Louls 
County Court has added $100 to the $00 
offered by William Lauman, husband of 
the murdered woman. The state is expected 
to add $300. 

If the mystery of the murder continues 
unsolved it is not unlikely that tits sum 
will be greatly increased by subscriptions 
from residents of the neghborhood. 

The neighbors regard it as essential to 
{heir own safety to apprehend and punish 
the murderers in the Lauman case. There 
are many wealthy men and women in the 
neighborhood of Normandy, and with one 
murder and robbery safely accomplished 
there is considerable apprehension as to 
what may follow on the lonely, foliage-bor- 
dered roads that roll over the beautiful 
hills in the region around the Lauman 
home. 

A search is being made by the St. Louis 
County authorities for a man supposed to 
have been a companion of G. A. Claridge, 
arrested Friday. 

He was with Claridge when the latter 
was arrested at Wellston in Massa'’s 5a- 
loon, and immediately disappeared, cross- 
ing the Suburban tracks and going into 
the shrubbery in that neighborhood. 

The man is described as being very dark, 
resembling a mulatto in color, with a 
heavy, dark, drooping mustache. He !s 
about 40 or 42 years old, 5 feet 6 inches 
tall and weighs 175 pounds. 


Shred of Cloth 


Possible Clew. 

He wore black coat and vest and gray 
trousers with a brown stripe. This latter 
fact interests the officers because of the 
similarity in color between the trousers 
and the shred of cloth that was found at- 
tached to one of the barbs of the fence 
near the scene of the murder. 

Claridge admits that he had a partner, 
but says neither of them had anything to 
do with the murder. He says, he does not 
know the name of the man who disap- 
peared so suddenly. 

The officers think a third man was in- 
volved in the murder, but have no infor- 
mation which makes this a certainty. 

G. H. Claridge, whose name was first 
given as George Roe and then as G. H. 
Clarig, is held by the Clayton officers 
while they investigate his story of his 
whereabouts at the time of the murder. 
Claridge at first denied that he was in 
Normandy Wednesday; later he said he 


passed the junction of the Suburban tracks 
and the Lucas and Hunt road about 6 
o'clock in the evening; then he admitted 
that he was in the neighborhood, but a 
mile and a half from the scene of the mur- 
der, about 2 o'clock. His story is con- 
fiicting in many points, but so far the offi- 
cers have not developed sufficient direct 
evidence to change the charge of carrying 
concealed weapons, upon which he 1s now 
held, to a more serious one. 

Officers continue to look’ for the negro 
who called at the home of Harry White 


about the time of the murder, and for 


Charles Clay, a former employe of the Lau- 
mans, who disappeared from the Lauman 
place two nights before the murder. 

Clay knew that Mrs. Lauman was in the 
habit of carrying comparatively large sums 
of money with her, but there has been 
nothing to show that he was in the neigh- 
borhood after he left his. room about 10 
o'clock Monday night. 

The theory that the murderer, or at least 
one of the murderers, if there were more 
than one, was recognized by Mrs. Lauman, 
and that she was killed to prevent her from 
revealing the identity of the assailants, is 
still held by the relatives of Mrs. Lauman., 

Examination of the body confirms the 
early report that the woman was struck 
a heavy biow on the jaw, and that death 
was caused by a bullet wound in the right 
temple. This bullet was removed. It was 
88 caliber and had lodged against the back 
of the skull. 

One theory is that Mrs. Lauman was ac- 
costed while she stood in the center of the 
road, which is used as a footpath because 
of the dense undergrowth on either side, 
and that the robber appeared from the lair 
which afterward became the woman's death 
chamber. It is believed that he demanded 
her money, and that she refused to give it 
to him, maying impulsively that she knew 
him and would have him arrested. 

It is believed that the robber then struck 
her a severe blow on the jaw, probably ren- 
dering her unconscious, and carried her to 
the space between the three trees where 
her body was afterward found and began 
his work of robbery. 

lt may have been that she showed signs 
of returning consciousness, and that he 
shot her, holding the revolver close to her 
head. Coroner Koch thinks it certain that 
she was shot while her body was on the 
ground where it was found, as the range 
of the bullet indicates that the revolver 
was held above her, and there are no 
blood marks at any other point. 

Nothing of direct importance developed 
at the inquest Friday afternoon, a ad- 
journment was taken until next Wednes- 
day. It was decided to subpena the offi- 
cers of the bank in which Mrs. Lauman 
kept a personal account, in an effort to 
learn the amount of money that she had 
with her at the time she was murdered. 
Mr. ‘Lauman thinks she did not have more 
than $15 or Her sister-in-law, Mrs. 
George A. Smith, at whose home Mrs. 
Lauman took lunch a short while before 
she was murdered, is positive she had at 
least $80, and probably mote, when she 
started home. 

Mrs. Lauman will be buried from the 
family home at Normandy Sunday after. 
noon at 1 o'clock.

Jockey Club, is the most foolhardy of men 
or he is wiser than his time. 

With every chance that his arnviication for 
dates, on behalf of the track he represents, 
will be turned down, with a known opposi- 
tion to him on the part of a majority of 
the Western Jockey Club, and with those 
on the inside of the Western Jockey Club's 
workings betting, as on a sure thing, that 
the contemplated track will not get dates, 
Capt. Carmody and his associates are stilij 
putting money into thetr scheme. 

To the present time, $70,000 has been ex- 
pended in the construction of the track 
and grandstand at Union avenue and Nat- 
ural Bridge road—the home of the new 
club.

The bantamweight doesn't live who can 
get to Regan in 10 rounds and the man 
who can do better than draw with him 
has to go into the ring with a brick in his 
glove, 

And yet Johnny Regan is not ‘‘there.”’ 
Iie is no fighter; he is a “‘staller;” he is a 
weak hitter. 

lie fought Frankie Neil a draw for the 
championship last night at Los Angeles, 
the bout having gone 20 rounds.

AMERICA WINS THE
